. 1675/76. If the wording of the will 1677 would be such as»

referred to refers to "JOHN LEWIS" as then being with him

brother of John in NC in the early 1700s. Also John (first NC) 
Srl had a Son whose name has been transscribed in abstracts as 
' "Morven" but which no doubt was "Warner". Written out in

longhand the two are much alike and susceptible to error in 
transcription. ReemBy inference the mother of the first 
John Dew in NC was a LEWIS. (LEWIS Dew had a son CHARLES, 
another first name which shows up in the LEWIS family. 


I have &n unconfirmed record that the first 
Thomas Dew of Nansemond died in Nansemond County in 1680 and 
was buried near the NC line. There was a THOMAS Dew d.York Co. 
1691. Andrew Dew was of age in Essex Co. in 1660. I think the 
first Thomas had sons -John, Thomas and Andrew, see sttached.
